Tha eaataatioa will ba baaed 
primarily on a single suntence of the County 
Unit Law, or, generally speaking, on the 
rather amblgaoos aatara of tUa aaaadatory 
act of the Legialatnro of 1906— "when an 
election is held in an entire coanty and a ma- 
jority of the legal votaa caat at aaid election 
are agaiaat tha sale ef lataiieatiag liqnora, 
then it shall not be la«fol to sell, barter or 
loan aneh liqaurs ia any portion of the connty." 
Tkklathe portlaaaf tha lawoawhiak tha 
PrehibitioaiaU will principally roat thair ease.
